d in Tallahassee, Florida State Universily is one of 
growing universities in the country, Already it 
sting at ils seams with an estimated 10,000 students 
expected by 1961, 

The mein campus of 300 acres, stretching for a hal{-mile 
along Highway 90, includes a cluster of older buildings of 
Tuder Gothic architecture, with many newer buildings of 
functional design to the west of these, There is an ll-story 
dormitory for men and work is being completed on a second 
ll-story dormitory to house 563 more men students, A new 
eight-story women’s dormitory housing 270 is being put into 
use this year, 


There's a new library, School of Education and School 
of Business buildings, along with a new million-dollar 
physical education building, Tully Gymnasium. 


Among the newer structures are underground vaults 
thick concrete walls which are housing two nuclear acc 
alors the university is installing this year. The larger of 
the accelerators is the third of its type to be installed on 
this continent cmd scientists, already with more than a million 
dollars in contracts for nuclear research, care planning to 
use these and other new tools in a bold program of basic 
research, 


Authorized by the 1851 Legislature, the institution 
was first established as the “Seminary West of the 
Suwannee.” and was opened on a portion of its present 
campus. The name was changed to “Florida State 
College” in 1901 and the school remained coeducational 
until 1905, Then it became the “Florida Fomale Col- 
lege” and was renamed in 1909, “The Florida State Col- 
lege for Women.” 


By act of the 1947 Legislature, the institution again became 
coeducational as The Florida State University, 


The President... 
DR. ROBERT M. STROZIER 


Florida State University's President, Dr. Robert M. Strozier, 
is a football enthusiast who will be “playing” his third year 
for the Seminoles. 


When Dr. Strozier came to Florida State in Sept., 1957, it 
was homecoming for the popular new president. Born in 
McRae, Ga., he was reared in Moultrie, Ga., and was grad- 
ucted from Emory University, He earned his Ph.D. at the 
University of Chicago, 


President Strozier began his professional career as 
professor of romance languages at Georgia State Col- 
loge for Men at Tifton. From 1933-1940 he served as 
professor of French and dean of men at West Georgia 
College. 


In 1940 he went to the University of Georgia as associate 
dean of students and associate professor of romance lan- 
guages. Later he served as director of the Army Special 
Training Program unit there 


In May, 1945, he joined the University of Chicago faculty 
as associate director of International House and in 1946 he 
became dean of students. 


Prosident Strozier’s first two years at Florida State 
have been years of accomplishment, Faculty and staf 
morale has mounted with his enthusiasm. Alumni have 
rallied to the support of Florida State in increasing 
numbers and alumni giving is on the increase. 


At Commencement last June he reported gifts and grants 
to the University totaling $3,230,000 since the beginning of 
the academic year 1957, This compared with $2,250,000 re- 
ceived between 1948 cmd 1957.

In 1950 and 1951 he was backflold 
coach at tho University of Washinglon (Seattle) and served in the same 
capacity at LSU in 1952 and 1953, From 1954 through 1986, Moss was 
backlleld coach at the Univority of Miami, whore ho also served av an 
assistant coach of the South team in the Shrino AllStar North-South came in 
1955, and as assistant with the Harnilion Tiger Cals of the Canadian Loaque 
in the summer of 1958.
